It Is a cheap and easy pastime to 
criticise the Puritans, who were 
better men than moot of their crit- 
ics. 
Yet they did fall short of a 


full oenae of the place of pleasure 
In life. Their stern piety was a re- 
action against prevelant frivolity 
that was largely sinful and shame- 
ful. And If ono side of life must be 
emphasized above another by all 
means let it be the rugged Integri- 
ties, the essential qualities of char- 
acter. Certainly this present gener- 
ation is In no peril from puritanism; 
even though cartoonists and para- 
graphers love to portray religion 
and reform In Puritan garb. 


Religion is more than repression. 
The Christian Is no mere doer-with- 
out. Life when lived by the Jesus- 
pattern Is a full-orbed, joyous ex- 
perience. A cardinal principle of 
His teaching was 
expressed 
by 
Christ in the Golden Text of this 
Lesson, "I came that they may have 
life, and have It abundantly." Not 
soul-starvation, but 
BOU! riches, 
were prescribed for His friends by 
the Master. 
Dreary, clouded, un- 
happy lives have simply failed to 
understand the Christian program. 
The wonder and glory of the relig- 
ion of Jesus ig that It Is an experi- 
ence of joy pnder.all conditions. 
A Bridge-Brained Generation 
Life is well lived when it is sym- 
metrical. 
Every real personality 


covets both size and proportion and 
balance. Lop-sldedness and little- 
ness are both dreaded by spirits 
who are eager to achieve the beat. 
Christianity definitely makes for 
this. It Is an Inward state of peacq 
and joy, as well as an outward ex- 
pression of humn relationships. The 
intelligently Christian person has 
large and varied interests. Millions 
have been oaved from soul starva- 
tion by their study of the Bible and 
by the practice of definite Christian 
dXitea. 
For the Christian has in 
brain as well as a body, and a spir- 
it to domlnte both. 
, 


A few evenings ago, at a stimu- 
lating social gathering of a group 
of young married people, college 
graduates who have already achiev- 
ed personalities and prosperity I 
herd one business man say, "I like 
to play an occasional 
game of 
bridge, but I can't stand for the 
way so many people are giving all 
their spare time to It. Most social 
gatherings turn at once into bridge 
parties, as if in confession that they 
have no resources for entertain- 
ment in themselves. 
<I think the 
present fashion is an Insult to peo- 
ple's brains. 
Have we .forgotten 
how to talk? Are there no com- 
mon Interests for educated men 
and women aside from cards Don't 
they know how to play? Frankly, 
I am disgusted with this bridge- 
brained mood." 
That remark was made In the 
midat of an evening full of pleasant 
chat and laughter, discriminating 
discussion of people and books and 
thngs, the exchange of clever jast 
and repartee and 
the 
reading 
atound from Isaac Walton's "Com- 
pleat Angler," and from the poems 
of Sidney Lanier. 
There was no 
pious talk; yet eyes flashed with 
appreciation, and glances of under- 
standing were exchanged, as the 
profound spiritual significance of 
Lanler's "Clover" and "Ballad of 
Trees and the Master" were being 
road. 
Those young people knew 
themselves to be spiritual beings. 
There was religion in their social 
relaxation. 
The Aft of Going Apart. 


An out-of-doors man 
was 
the 
Master. Our Christ was not the 
anemic figure of the stained "glass 
windows, but a calloused-handad, 
sturdy-limbed frequenter 
of 
the 


open roads, the sea and the hills. 
Crowds of the common.folk found 
Him congenial; and rough fisher- 
men accepted Him as leader of their 
group. 
Busy with high thoughts, deep 


philosophy and many-faceted mln- 
Istery, Jesus yet insisted 
upon 
times apart from work and people. 
He taught His friends to go apart 
and rest awhile. He believed in 
what we call recreation. Doubtless, 
He spent many an hour alone In a 
boat, with a fishing-line In His 
hand, on the emerald surface of the 
Lake; musing upon the meaning of 
the events which had been enacted 
upon the hills which surround Him. 
It should be the philosophy and 
practice of the normal person, a 
real element in his religious life, 
to get away periodically from his 
ordinary engrossments. Thus only 
can he "loaf and Invite his soiO." 
A better sense of perspective would 
both ease and improve our dally 
work. It is the fret of overstrain, 
the tyranny of petty tasks, that 
puts wrinkles Into our faces and 
taxes the tissues of our hearts. Any- 
body who is too busy for relaxation 
is busier than he has any right to 
be. 


This theme is especially congeni- 
al to me at the moment, for I have 
been up amidst the beautiful lakes 


of Ontario, fishing and 
resting. 
Everybody should follow the form 
of recreation that suits him best; 
but for me the apostolic art of fish- 
Ing Is recreation for 
mind 
and 


body.

DENISON, Oct. 24.—</TV-Repre- 


sentatives 
of 
four Southwestern 
states, Arkansas, Louisiana, Okla- 
homa and Texas, gathered here to- 
day to discuss flood control for the 
Red river valley. 
Years of 
relentless 
efforts to 


awaken the states to the feasibility 
of shackling the unruly stream was 
the motive actuating the confer- 
ence, which planned to effect a for- 
mal organization. 
The opening address was deliver- 


ed by Dr. Alex W. Acheson of Den- 
Ispn, who for 50 years has studied 
the possibility of making the Red 
river navigable. He stressed 
the 
importance of the stream as an In- 
land waterway, declaring It could 
be made an Important artery of 
commerce through government as- 
sistance. 


Judge E. E. Blake of Oklahoma 


City, who headed the 
delegation, 


from that state, declared his state 
was ready to cooperate with other 
states In harnessing the stream. 


Possibilities of using the river for 
power were discussed by George 
D. Moulton of Dcnison. He sug- 
gested a flood control dam six 
miles northwest of penlson to hold 
back waters of the stream, thus 
dissipating a flood menace, and at 
the same time providing unlimited 
power as well as waters for irriga- 
tion and navigation.

and conven- 
ience of- the world."

tion of the wild beauty of the Ohio 
river into the not less beautiful, 
but more tractable, stream of to- 
day.
